FANCY TASKS IN SCHOOLS. 

Much of the Pupils’ Time I* Occupied 
in Learning L'acliss Things. 

The fathers and mothers of New 
York are beginning to waken to the 
fact that there is altogether too much 
fancy teaching in the public schools 
anil not enough of the solid essentials; 
that the children are drilled In the 
fancy branches and ilo not know how¬ 
to read and spell. That a common 
school education lias become something 
uncommon. Indeed. 

A committee acting In behalf of 
Comptroller Grout 1ms been looking 
into the matter. Their report is full 
of meat. "Teachers and pupils,” they 
say, “are called upon to do not too 
much, perhaps, hut too many things to 
permit their doing anything well or 
thoroughly.” 

“It will hardly he contended,” again 
they say, "that pupils graduated from 
the elementary public school of this 
or any other city are as well grounded 
and as proficient in the common school 
branches of study as could be desired, 
or as the time nnd money ostensibly 
appropriated to that end would seem 
to warrant.” 

Some other comments made by the 
committee are as follows: “A common 
school education—to provide which is 
universally acknowledge to be the pri¬ 
mary object of the public or common 
school system.” 

“A close examination of the courses 
•will lead to the conclusion that the 
ordinary child between the age of 6 
and 14 years cannot begin to digest the 


time.—Detroit Free Press.

Rttssia Is very democratic. Though having at his command the greatest 
military engine of the world, at least in potentiality, lie yet is foremost 
among the great rulers In his advocacy of peace. Though in a position 
that demands display and even ostentation of a certain kind, he is retiring to 
the point of timidity and very domestic and home loving. These contradic¬ 
tions between his situation and his character mark him as peculiar not only 
among the czars, but among royalties generally. While not particularly 
forceful or marked by great intellectual powers, he is singularly humane and 
simple, and it Is these qualities perhaps that Russia most needs in the present 
state of her development. 

It is these characteristics which are also found in the Czarina. In her 
early training and her inclinations this granddaughter of Queen Victoria, 
formerly Princess Alls of Hesse, is more German and English than Slav. 
There was a time when her foreign habits of thought and sympathies were so 
apparent that she was not popular among the Russians, who are intensely 
nationalized and distrustful of all things foreign. This unpopularity has 
almost wholly disappeared, however, owing to the sweet and kindly dispo¬ 
sition of the Czarina and her conscientious efforts to live up to the duties 
of her position. 

There are four daughters in the Czar's family, whose bright faces are 
familiar to the people of St. Petersburg, through the streets of which thev 


In 1894, during the month of Novem¬ 
ber, the victorious Japanese army 
marched down one of the two narrow 
passes which load through the sur¬ 
rounding mountains to the city of Port 
Arthur, captured the city, and put to 
the sword many of the inhabitants, 
non-combatants as well as the mem¬ 
bers of the garrison. It was a bloody 
day, though the Japanese ortieer* 
stopped the slaughter as quickly ns 
was possilde. 

For a time then Port Arthur was 
apparently in the permanent possession 
of tlie Japanese, until (lie pressure of 
the allied powers forced her to give 
It back to the Chinese in January, 
1890. Before they marched out the 
Japanese destroyed a large part of the 
Chinese fortifications. 

In 1898 Port Arthur was “leased" to 
Russia, which immediately began to 
fortify it, with the Intention of mak¬ 
ing it the strongest port in the East- 


For hundreds of years Chinese coast¬ 
ing junks, beating along the Yellow 
Sea in the coastwise trade, had run 
Into the land locked harbor of I.u 
■'bun Kow, down at the extreme south¬ 
ern end of the Liaotung peninsula. All 
along the shore grout gray cliffs ran 
up straight from the sea to a height 
which varied from 300 to 1,500 feet. 
If you came close enough In you could 
make out a slit in the mountains 
"hich gave entrance to a body of wa¬ 
ter within. This slit was not more 
than 200 or 300 yards wide. Once 
you got through the passageway there 
was a wide stretch on every side. At 
high tide the water wa* deep enough 
for the anchorage of a big ship, but 


The rash lasts about six clays, accom¬ 
panied by fever, then begins to fade 
and the closing stage—the casting of 
the skin—is reached.

The people of Korea may be de¬ 
scribed generally as robust, amiable, 
industrious, pleasure-loving and given 
rather to the arts of peace than the 
ardors of war. They are agricultural 
rather than commercial. They are 
kindly and generous.

Korea lias never recovered from the 
blighting ravages of tlie Japanese con¬ 
quest of three centuries ago. At no 
time since then lias she had an army 
worthy the name. Stic lias no military 
class, no military aspirations, no mili¬ 
tary aptitude, no military Instruction. 
Her present army, nominally of 7,()00 
men, is deservedly a laughing stock 
and an object of proper ridicule when 
it is not an object of dread. Her sol 
tilers, poorly equipped and badly paid. 
Instead of being a body for protection, 
become a hand of desperadoes, of 
which the Emperor, the court and the 
people are desperately afraid. The 
Koreans are not cowards, but they are 
spirit-broken, resembling in this re¬ 
spect the fellaheen of Egypt. Corrup¬ 
tion and Intrigue have dwarfed even 
such tardy growth as lias come to since 
the Western powers opened a way Into 
her ports and Interior. Her salvation 
for the future depends upon the insti¬ 
tution of wise government at home and 
the neutralizing of ambitious projects 
of other nations abroad. She is de 
signed by nature to be a buffer state.

That was the 
situation up to 1800 in what is now 
Port Arthur. 

In that year three or four ships of 
the British navy came that way on a 
surveying expedition. One of these 
ships was the gunboat Algerine, com¬ 
manded by Lieut. William Arthur. 
Lieut. Arthur daringly ran his vessel 
In between the cliffs which guard the 
harbor, which was thereupon named 
Port Arthur in honor of his exploit. 

But beyond the name. Port Arthur 
gained no new fame for another 2u 
years. In 1881 it was still merely a 
convenient harbor into which coasting 
junks could run for safety when great 
storms swept the seas outside. On the 
cliffs and In the valleys thereabouts 
there still lived only a few hundred 
wretched Chinese coolies. 

Then the great Celestial empire be¬ 
gan to wake up. Foreign engineers 
were sent along tlie coast to pick out

They set¬ 
tled on l’ort Arthur, and it was plan¬ 
ned to transform the place into an im¬ 
mensely strong and completely fitted 
naval station. Flans were drawn for 
front dockyards, workshops, dry docks, 
refitting basins and foundries, while 
above them on the commanding cliffs 
strong fortresses were to be erected. 

The contracts for all this work wore 
let to French contractors, so that it 
was France which first among the na¬ 
tions had to do with this Gibraltar of 
the far East. French contractors, with 
the aid of swarms of Chinese coolies, 
working like slaves for 15 cents or 2n 
cents a day, worked for years on the 
works in and about Port Arthur. Not 
until 1S91 was the place turned over 
to China, ready for occupancy as a 
groat naval station. 

By that time Port Arthur—its name¬ 
sake already forgotten—had become a 
fairly well built town, containing more 
than 1,000 houses and shops, outside 
of the government works. It then had 
a commercial population of 0.000. to 
say nothing of the Chinese garrison of 
7,000 or more soldiers. The forts were 
mounted with modern guns, and Chi¬ 
nese gunners were trained by German 
and other foreign experts in tbe use 
of the artillery. 


Scarlet Fever.—The interval be¬ 
tween exposure and the first manifes¬ 
tation of the disease Is usually from 
two to five days. After exposure there 
is usually a pronounced chill which 
may. however, lie absent. The eliild Is 
usually attacked with vomiting and in 
most eases with sore throat and pain 
in swallowing, also reddening of tin 
throat and swelling of the glands at 
the angle of the Jaw. The fever Is of¬ 
ten slight hut in severe cases it may¬ 
be Intense with general prostration and 
delirium. The second day a brilliant 
scarlet rash appears, consisting first of 
minute red specks which soon run to¬ 
gether, forming Irregular-shaped patch 
es. Tbe skin usually itches and is 
somewhat swollen. The tongue appears 
t» have been dusted with red sand, 
which coating Is later cast off, leaving 
the tongue with the appearance of a 
strawberry—called strawberry tongue.
